A freight rate of $5.50 per ton should enable 
Alberta operators to secure a larger place in the 
Ontario coal market than they have ever had 
Provided United States and British anthracite 
dealers do not cut prices to offset the reduced rates, 
as they have done on former occasions and are 
suggested likely to do again. 

The Dominion Government is to contribute the 
other $2.50 per ton which the railways will collect 
for hauling the Alberta coal to Ontario. Ifa bonus 
of that amount does not enable the trade to 
establish itself, the conclusion will have to be 
accepted that a bonus policy will mot meet the case. 
The taxpayers of the Dominion would not consent 
to pay more than that, and could not in reason be 
asked to. 


WHAT IS THE “FORMULA”? 

Senator Tydings, Maryland Democrat, says he 
would “welcome any genius to show me how Great 
Britain, with only $750,000,000 in gold, can pay @ 


debt of $4.000,000,000 when we won't accept goods | 


in payment.” 

It is to be hoped the “genius” will appear 
promptly and show how the trick can be done. 
That is one of the standing conundrums of the age, 
and one that will have to be solved before world 
conditions can right themselves; unless the United 
States consents to “accept goods in payment.” 

Official spokesmen hastened to assure Congress 
that President Roosevelt has not sought to com- 
promise foreign debts, nor to cancel or revise them. 
That rather strengthens than weakens interest in 
Senator Tydings’ poser. 

If there is any way in which a foreign debt 
can be paid except in gold or goods, Canada as 
well as Britain could make use of that information 


TOO MANY TAXES 

An ingenious member from Quebec advised the 
Dominion Government to start a tax-killing cam- 
paign. He would abolish all presept taxes except 
customs duties, and excise imposts; and impose 
a tax of one per cent on al] business done through 
the banks. 

This new tax, he suggests, would bring in 
revenue of $315.000.000, and could be easily col- 
lected at practically no expense. That would make 
it possible to wipe the slate of income taxation, 
and of the vast and multiplying horde of special 
taxes that now affect and afflict the public at every 
turn 

A good dea! is to be saia off-hand for any 
scheme that would get rid of this epidemic of 
nuisance taxes that now spreads from stamps to 
soap, from deflated stocks to refined sugar, and 
from tooth paste to toilet paper. 

The irksomeness of taxation, and the harm that 
it does, varies with the amount collected, but also 
with the number of tax devices employed to extract 
his earnings out of the pocket of the individual 
Canadians are botn heavily taxed and taxed in too 
many ways. If a method can be found to consoli- 
date the collections, without unfairly changing the 
incidepce. that would be both popular and profit- 
able 

A one per cent tax on banking business would 
be paid directly by the banks. But it would be 
collected by them from those doing business 
through the banks. It would not transfer the tax 
burden from the public to the banks, but only 
change the method of collection and redistribute 
the levy. The plan will not be adopted by parlia- 
ment at the next session. But it at least is a timely 
suggestion that something should be done to reduce 
the number of taxes, a subject that is very much 
worth discussion 


LONDON AND TARIFFS

national trade. These interests have been built up 
at the expense of other interests, in some cases 
many times more valuable than themselves. If 
minor industries must continue to be made profit- 
able at the expense of major industries, what hope 
can there be of resurrecting world trade? 

In the case of Canada, the bald question is: to 
what extent is our Government prepered to sacri- 
fice the protectionist feature of its tariff policy in 
order to gain markets for the wheat, lumber, 
minerals, fish and manufactured goods with which 
four years ago we supplied foreign markets to the 
tune of $1,370,338,956, and which last year we sold 
abroad to the amount of just $466,883,850° 

That loss of two-thirds of our export trade is 
not to be recovered by striking out of our tariff 
{tems which do not mean anything. Nor are the 
corresponding trade losses of other countries to be 
made up by any such trifling adjustments. If the 


London conference is to amount to anything it will 
have to go at tariffs with an axe, and leave minor 
tariff-made interests to look afte: themselves.

HELPING THE PRODUCERS 


Over the last three years seasonal conditions in 
Australia have been so good that production has 
increased enormously, writes B. Millin, Commer- 
cial Agent in Sydney, in the Commercia! Intelli- 
gence Journal. Unfortunately. prices have slumped 
during that period to # level unknown for many 
years; cost of production in many cases is greater 
than the returns. With # view to helping producers, 
the New South Wales government—which owns all 
the State railways—announced a reduction of 10 
per cent in rail freights on wool, live stock, and 
fruit; # 50 per cent reduction has been made on 
store stock in train loads, and on sheep for canning 
and boiling down; and the rates on wheat have 
been reduced by 10 per cent. All Crown rentals, 
interest rates, and other charges have been reduced 
by 22% per cent, and the maximum rate of interest 
to any Crown debtor is placed at 4 per cent. Har- 
bour dues—all wharfage accommodation is owned 
by the government—on all primary and secondary 
products exported overseas have been reduced by 
20 per cent

Editor Bulletin: Yesterday's 
papers contain references to the 
public Milk Inquiry now being 


j conducted by the Board of Pub- 


lic Utilities Commissioners, at 
which the milk distributors for 
the city, and certain nearby pro- 
ducers are strongly represented 
It is well that the citizens of the 
city and district understand the 
issues involved and how the de-

The suggestions of the presi- 
dent of the Milk Producers As- 
sociation for the district includes 
among others, the two following 
important propositions: 

1. Fixing, by statute, a mini- 


| mum price to producers of milk 


2. Limiting the milk producing 
zone to within a 15 mile distance 
from Edmonton . 

Even a casual glance at tnese 
proposals suggests two dangerous 
results which would inevitably 
follow: first, a legally established 
and permanent monopoly to pro- 
ducers and distributors within the 
15 mile zone; and second, an in- 
vasion of the rights of Edmonton 
milk consumers, both as to source 
of supply and cost of milk. 

Before discussing these propo- 
sitions in detail, it is well to point 
out that only two of the four in- 
terested groups are so far repre- 
sented at the inquiry—the 15 mile 
inner-zone producers, and the dis- 
tributors.

He was 
enthusiastic about his trip, and most enthusiastic 
about the friendly hospitality that had been shown 
him on his Canadian tour. 

“Why,” he said, “do you know that I stopped at 
a farmhouse a few miles out of Calgary this morn- 
ing and asked for breakfast. I had such a good 
breakfast—hot cereal, bacon and eggs, coffee and 
fruit. It was well worth 75 cents, but they wouldn't 
take a cent from me. 1 never met with such kind- 
ness as in this trip through Canada. Everybody 
seems kind.”

It may be that these hundreds of millions are 
owned by men in the lower paid walks of life, 
whose earnings are 80 small that they do not have 
to make income tax returns. Or it may be that 
they are owned by rich men who think they pay 
enough, without declaring them. There's room for 
the Oxford Groupers to stimulate some more 
toughened consciences here.

SPONGE BATHS HAVE HEALTH VALUE 

Many of my readers know thet for one who is 
striving to gain better health 1 recommend @ daily 
sponge bath. This type of bath is helpful in aiding 
skin elimination of impurities. When taken in the 
right way it definitely improves the circulation. The 
sponge bath imparts a feeling of well-being and 
also has @ social value, since it gives a clean, whole. 
some well-cared for look to the skin which attracts¢ 


others. 

The tepid or warm sponge bath requires little 
equipment—all that is needed is a large pan or foot 
tub, two towels, one washrag, a cake of soap and 
warm water. You do not need to hesitate because 
you haven't a sponge. The name sponge baths re- 
fers to spongeing off the skin, not to a bath sponge. 

I have found the sponge bath beneficial for 
everyone; it does not weaken the patient es many 
long hot tub baths may do; and it does not shock 
the body in the same way as the cold shower, which 
many people find objectionable because they do not 
react well to the cold. 

Since the sponge bath is a desirable form of 
bathing I am going to tell you exactly how to get 
the greatest benefit from its use. The first thing to 
do is to fill a large pan or small foot tub with warm 
water. Place on a chair. Now spread down a towe! 
or other protection to keep the floor from getting 
wet. Stand on this towel while you dip the wash- 
cloth in the warm water and use it to wash the 
body. It is a good plan to start washing one foot 
and the leg to the knee and then the other. Cleanse 
each part well, always rubbing up toward the heart 
Next wash the upper legs, then each arm. The chest 
and abdomen follow and the back is washed last 
Clean water should be used to wash the face. Scrub 
the skin vigorously and use soap only on the parts 
which seem unusually soiled as the entire body 
surface does not need to be soaped every day. You 
are now ready to take a coarse bath towel and dry 
the skin. Rub hard enough to redden the skin, caus- 
ing it to glow and tingle. This sponge bath takes a 
very short time and leaves one with a refreshened 
sensation. The brisk rubbing improves the circula- 
tion. 

If you wish to start taking cold sponge baths 
you will find you are able to do it by following 
exactly the same procedure, only using cool water 
instead of warm. As you get used to the cool water 
you will find yourself able to react with a rosy 
glow. Many people who suppose that they cannot 
take cold baths will find that they can use this 
type of cold bath with good results. During the 
summer it is especially cooling and refreshing and 
is at all times of value in toning up and hardening 
the skin. 

After you are able to take the cold sponge bath 
you may begin using the cold shower which is the 
type of bath I have found best for those in good 
health. By wetting the legs and arms first under 
the shower before exposing the spine you will find 
that the body reacts better than if you dash under 
a cold shower turned on full force. 

The sponge bath may be used once or twice a 
day and this simple home treatment will be found 
of value in such cases as pimples, blackheads, 
gooseflesh, skin disorders, and poor circulation. It 
is beneficial in assisting in building up the func- 
tional powers of the body and may be used in con- 
stipation, indigestion, anemia, diabetes, catarrh, and 
all disorders where the vital energies should be 
stimulated. 

A variation of this bath is the salt glow, which 
is of value in many cases. This is taken by wetting 
the body all over, then rubbing the skin with com- 
mon salt until it glows, and then rinsing off the salt. 
Those with roughening of the skin or gooseflesh 
will find it a good plan to use a complexion brush. 

The skin is one of the great purifying organs of 
the body and, if any of the other eliminative organs 
is under par, it is a very good plan to encourage 
the skin in throwing out impurities by means of 
sponge baths, friction rubs with the dry towel, air 
and sun baths.

| Useful Habit 


Housewife Advised By Ex- 
pert to Prepare Cold 
Dishes

TORONTO, June 8— Preparation 
of cold service dishes for luncheon 
or supper use or hot weather din- 


| ners is by no means the least useful | 


| part of fish cookery. for these dishes 
| take a place on the menu which 
nothing else quite fills. In prepare 
| ing a cold service of “masked” gal- 
mon, lake trout, etce., which is com- 
parable to a cold roast fowl, pro- 
| cure a fish fillet, or get a middle cut 
of three or four ponds and take out 
| the back and side bones. Oil a 
covered roasting pan and place the 
| fish flat in the pan, skin side down, 
| Sprinkle on salt but add no water. 
Put on the lid tightly and allow 
| the fish to steam in its on juices. Put 
jin a hot oven of 450 degrees, al- 
| lowing 10 minutes’ cooking for each 
| inch of thickness 
Then remove the fish from the 
| oven and let it cool in the pan, 
When it is chilled, lift it to a large 
platter, with the aid of two pan- 
| cake turners, placing it skin side 
up. Remove the skin. (There will be 
| some deliciously strong fish juice in 
| the pan and it may be used as broth 
diluted with water, or kept for a 
dish of fish-in-aspic). Now prepare 
a thick mayonnaise (made with oil, 
egg yolks with it in the same way as 
| if icing a cake. Next, sprinkle on 
some finely minced parsely and 
| dust with paprika, The fish may be 
| further garnished, if desired, with 
slices of cumcumbers or tomatoes, 
or rings of hard boiled eggs, with a 
| rim of lettuce hearts, water cress or 
| celery leaves on tho edge of the 


| platter. 
| Any left-overs from this dish, and 
the juice of the fish, may be made 
into “fish 


| in aspic.” Consult any

Asked if the Edmonton district 
producers always had carried their 
own surplus, Mr. Ritchie replied, 
"It seemed that way.” 

J. J. Frawley, representing the 
attorney general, asked if the sur- 
plus should be kept on the farm 
and Mr. Ritchie replied that the 
farmers could not get along with- 
out money from milk 

There was no complaint, said Mr 
Ritchie, against the price paid by 
the distributors for the surplus. But 
he contended, this surplus should 
not be a factor in setting city milk 


prices. 
Mr. Ritchie further stated that 
he did not know of any cases of 


producers being refused admission 
to the association who had started 
business as retailers. 

Mr. Bailey asked if producer-re- 
tailers who cut prices were the 
greatest menace to the whole price 
structure within any milk shed and 


Mr. Ritchie replied, “I haven't the! 


slightest doubt of it.” 


FOR UNIFORMITY 

“What are you going to do with 
the producer-retailer?” asked Mr 
Frawley. 

Mr. Ritchie replied that he was 
hopeful of obtaining from the board 
an order that milk sold off wagons 
should be uniform, with the same 
regulations applying to both big and 
small wagons. It was essential, he 
submitted, that the proposed order 
should give the producer a price 
on which he could live. 

He mentioned that there had been 
rumors of another distributing firm 
being started here and, answering a 
question by W. W. Prevey, said that 
the question of another firm had 
been mooted for the last five years. 

Mr. Ritchie proclaimed that his 
organization was against price-cut- 
ting.
